: I quite agree with 
the STAR in its discussion of the

It was 2 timely suggestion of the 
Srar to call attentiou to this im- 
pertant and very necessary point. 
It is not my purpose or intent.on to 
provoke an -unnecessary contro- 
versy, as to antagonize Mr. Hewlett 
in his Herculean effort to wipe out 
at one fell swoop, as it were that 
pecaliar monstrosity called Ameri- 
can prejudice.

Washington from avother element, 
though both are rated as belonging 
to the Negro race.

themselves if they hope to do good. 
The so called aristocratic and bigh- 
toned Negroes of Washington, are 
as much opposed to mingling with 
the e-mmon herd as the whites aud 
indeed are often more. pro- 
nouuced in their uotions on this 
subject than are the white people. 
It s the particular elemeut which 
denominates itself as the devent, |

Seriously speaking, I am 
frank to say that while I deplore 
a3 mach as any man can, the intol- 
erable and unjust discrimination to 
which the negroes of Washington 
ars subjected, I cannot lose sight 
of the fact that the prejudice which 
is found in our owu household, is 
as unjust and unreasonable as that 
| which is said to exist among white 
people, and in my bumble judge- 
ment the sooner we clean out our 
| Augean Stable’s and get down to 
business as white men bave done 
and are doing, the better it will be 
for all concerned. : 
The interminable demand on our 
[ pert for recognition where we are 
not recognized, is sheer nonsense. 
There are negroes enough in Wash- 
ington to support business estab- 
lishments of any kind and character 
owned by white men, which a mis- 
chievous law decrees sball be ac- 
cessible to all without regard to 
color or con ition. I am not qes- 
tioning the right ot colored peuple 
to enter these places. But in view 
of the fact, that all of the colored 
people in this eity do not belong to 
the charmed circle which is clam 
oring for the privileges enjoyed by 
white people in establishments 
owned exclusivety by white men, I 
very inuch question the wisdom of. 
the present erusade,
